Dumping Clause Included, 


Included In the proi isloiw for reduc- 


ing tho tariff Is a dumpluK clause In- 
tended to protect American mnrkuts 
against uuduo foreign activity. The 
cinuso provides that foreign product* 
shull uot enter this countly to be sold 
at lower prices than they bilng In their 
own markets. The difference between 
the prices Is to be mudc up in tariffs. 


After the bill had gone to congress 


Chnlrmau tfudcnvood snld he hoped 
It would bo put through the house of 
representatives within thirty days 


Opposition in the senate is expected 


to be led by senators from states which 
produce much, wool and sugnr. There 
Is tnlk In Washington of President 
Wilson invading the state* of senators 
who try to obstruct th» bill's passage 
to tell the people directly his reasons 
for *r>inr die adoption of the meH»ure. 


The way* and menu* committee pre-

legitimate Industry, bat, on the con- 
trary, stimulate trade and business 
generally by restoring competition. 


Provision Tor Reciprocity. 


An attempt to widen tbe foreign 


market for American goods and to en- 
courugo reciprocity treattoa with all 
foreign nations Is embodied in tho new 
tariff bill In a clause empowering the 
president to grant favors to any na- 
tion that gives mutual concession* to 
tho United Stutcs. 


Tho reciprocity clause takes tnc place 


of tbo penalty elnuse of tho present 
tariff law by which it was nought to 
secure special concessions to the "United 
States. Tho uew tariff bill proposes 
thai the normal tariff rates shull be 
the maximum nnd that speclnl rates 
shall bo granted to countries tlmt will 
enter into rcciplroclty treaties with th» 
United States. In tde present law the 
normal rates are the minimum. 


Sue" reciprocity agreements under 


the now law would have to b« approv- 
ed by congress before becoming effec- 
tive 


Another concession that would be 


mndo by tbe new bill Is designed to 
encourage American shipping. A con- 
cession of & per cent would be made in 
nil tariff rates on good.* brought to 
this country In American built ships 
owned wholly by American citizens 


Rentrtctlons upon Philippine Imports 


practically are removed by the new 
bill, and important changes ia the 
method of enforcing customs law are 
provided, following out the recommen- 
dations mado after recent investiga- 
tions of tho cu«tom> service. 


Underwood Fraisei Bill. 


The decision to make a gradual re- 


duction In the *ugar tnrlff was reached 
by the president unit tbo bouse com- 
mittee after Louisiana cane growers 
declined to accept a compromUe that 
would have wtabllsbed a one cent per 
pound tariff for threo yeare, with free 
augnr In 1016. 


To encourage trade with foreign 


countries tbo bill would reverse tho 
maximum and minimum provision of 
tbo present tnrlff law. The new tariff 
rates would bo tbe maximum tariff, 
and the president would be given au- 
thority to negotiate reciprocity tr*itles 
and nuke concession* to countries that 
grant favors to American exports. 


In bis statement Chairman Under- 


wood »nltt tho measure would, In tbo 
opinion of its makers, revlie tho tnrlff 
"to a bAHlH of legitimate competition, 
such as Ttill afford a wholesome influ- 
ence on our commerce, beiug relief to 
the people in the mutter of the high 
co»t of living, and at tbo same time 
work no detriment to properly conduct- 
ed nmmifnctuilng Industries. ' 


"In Its tariff revision work the com- 


mittee bns kept In mind," ho snld, "tbo 
distinction between the necessities utid 
the luxuries of life, reducing the tariff 
burdens on thu necessities to the low- 
est points commonsurato with revenue 
requirements uud making thu luxuries 
of life beiir their proper portion of the 
tariff icspoiislbllltics 
Jtfuny items of 


manufacture tonlrolled by monopolies 
have been placed on tho free list." 


Income Tax Provisioni 


Elaborate provisions arc made for 


Uie assessment and collection ol tbe 
Income tnx us pioposed lu the tariff 
bill. 


Incomes of taxable persons sbnll In- 


clude gains, profits and income detivcd 
ftom salaries, wages or compensation 
for poisotml service of wbatcvci form 
paid or from professions, "vocations, 
businesses, trade, commerce or sale*) or 
dealings In property, nlTO from inter- 
est, rout, dividends, cecurltles, includ- 
ing Incouii! from propelty, Income from 
but not tho value of property acquired 
by bequest, devise or descent, and also 
piocccds of life Insutnucc policies paid 
upon duuth of peiaons Insured. 


The bill allows as deductions in com- 


puting not income all necessary ex- 
puiisei actually Incurred In currying- 
on any business, not Including pei- 
sonal living or family expenses, Intcr- 
cjt accrued and payable wltliln the 
year by a taxable person on indebted- 
ness; nil nntlouiil, state, count}, school 
nnd municipal taxes, not Including lo- 
cnl benellt tuxes, losies Incuired In 
trade or from fires, storms or ship- 
wreck not compensated by insjrnnce 
or othi-rwlbo: debts actually ascertain- 
ed as worthless nnd charged off, also 
reasonable allowance for wear nnd 
tear on property, but no deduction 
vi 111 be allowed for expense of restora- 
tion or improvements mude to increitBe 
property value 


It excepts ul»o In. computing net In- 


come amounts received as dividends 
upon the stock of any corporation, 
joint stock company, association or 
Insurance company which 1* taxable 
upon Its net Income under tbo cor- 
poration tax provision of the bill.

If we assail them early, before they

The sun gets hotter, the hoe duller,

tho thought of previous labor luveeted 
that naves moit gardens about the 
Fourth of July 


Under Bucb. discouraging conditions 


it behooves ua to study the habits of 
our garden weeds and attack them In 
tbe moat effective manner. 


After plowing and pulverizing the 


ground, plant the early cropa and let 
the weeds get a gooil start on the rest 
of tho patch. Cut every one off below 
tbe ground with a sharp hoe, ju»t be- 
fore planting later crops. As Boon as 
they start again cut they off again. 
Those that grow from perennial root 
stock, like the dandelion, should b* 
pulled up. 


SVben the vegetables come Tip, keep 


the earth between the rows hoed at 
all times, going over the garden after 
each rain to break up the earth's 
crust and hold! the moisture in the 
ground. 


Why should we keep the weeds oat 


of tbe garden? Principally because 
they steal water from the vegetables, 
and water Is the very life blood 
of plants. Secondly, the weed.i are all 
very hearty feeders and every one In 
your garden is using up a considerable 
proportion of the available plant food 


Remember that hoeing !•» good for 


both the garden and you, the more 
hoeing the bettor, and a wheel hoe or 
hand cultivator Is about the best tool 
that ever was made, especlailr la 
July.
